O'Sullivan case which came up in police 
court, just

O'Connell, and 


Lawyer Holt objected. 


Mr. Courtney was allowed to ascertain 


the feelings of one toward the other, and 
Mr. Holt served an exception. 


Said Mr. Cowley when asked 
about 


O'Connell: "I have no respect for him. I 
regard him with contempt."

Mrs. Francis Nicholls testified to having 


seen Mrs. O'Sullivan give Cowley a receipt 
for $20, and had seen Mr. Cowley give her 
money in small sums. 


Alphonze Maraigny and Thomas J. 


Haynes also testified for the plaintiff. The 
latter knew that Mrs. O'ttullivan gave 
Cowiey a receipt for $20. 


Hon. Jeremiah Crowley and Lawyer 


Hall of Lynn considered Mr. Cowlej's 
charge of $80 for his part in the case of 
O'Connell vs. O'Sullivan. reasonable. Ou 
cross-examination by Air, Courtney, ?Jr. 
Crowley said that $60 would be a fair 
charge provided the lawyer appeared in 
the interest of his client. Lawyer John J. 
Reed thought SOO a little too high under 
the circumstances. 


Lawyer Hall, whom Cowley hired, testi- 


fied that he examined all witnesses when 
the case was tried in the police court. 
The case was prepared when he took it. 
He received $75 for his services, 


Mr. Cawley was recalled and asked a 


few questions, 


The defendant's case was opened by D. 


J, Donahue. 


B. D. O'Conuell was the first witness 


for the defence. He testified that he was a 
practising attorney and the plaintiff in the 
suit of O'Connell vs O'Sullivan, He, Cow- 
ley t-nd some others were at Mrs. O'Sulli- 
van's house one day. Mrs. O'Sullivan was 
crying and she said to Cowley, "why don't 
yo'u pay him what he is owed?" 
She was 


very weak. Witness told her that all he 
wanted was what was due him. Mr, Cow- 
ley objected to his talking with Mrs, 
0'"Sullivan. Witness replied that he would 
talk to her as long as she talked to him. 
Cowley then grabbed a screw driver and 
rushed at witness. According to tae lat- 
ter's testimony, Justice of the Peace Stev- 
ens ran out of the room, and they got him 
back again. 


Some more talk was had with Mrs. 


O'Sullivan and s«ld the witness: "Cowley 
then grabbed a p&ir^jf scissors and we all 
retired at the point of the shears." 


Witness went on to say that in the police 


court Mrs. O'Sullivan, asked to have the 
case settled, and that Mr. Cowley said he 
was only a witness in the case. 


When asked what in his opinion would be 


a reasonable charge to act as a practising 
attorney in a case, making a few motions 
Mr. O'Connell replied, ''about seven dol- 
lars." 


When asked what the price for sending 


an appearance iin Boston and making a 
suggestion of delay would be and the wit- 
ness replied, "one dollar." 


On cross examination by Lawyer Holt, 


witness held to the figures given above and 
after a humorous exchange of comments, 
the court adjourned until this aiorning.

ciencies called attention, to in the report of 
the board of state charities and corrections. 
Also to examine into the alterations pro- 
posed by the overseers of the poor to meet 
the above deficiencies in part and for 
which the $0000 appropriation was recent- 
ly asked. The committee looked into the 
matter aud will take action later. 
It is 


probable that with the increasing demand 
on the city farm institutions that still fur- 
ther alterations and new buildings will be 
necessary in tbe near futuie.

It may be that the board has erred in 


tbe past," but we roust not be governed by 
bad precedents. Under the conditions, I 
shall rule that the transfer of Miss Keyes 
to the prineipalship would not be in ac- 
cordance with the rules.

SAD CA$E OF DESTITUTION IS 


FOUND BY STRIKEBa 


No Food or Jirt, and Only an Old Tsftlt 


and Dilapidated Bed—^«£tiljr Jn»t Ar- 
rived From JSngland and Were KOoweii 
of Savings. 


BEDFORD, March 27.— A »ftd case 


of poverty and almost starvation was dia- 
covered in this city yesterday. 


The pickets of the striking weaver* of 


tbe WanisuttamUls are in the habit of fol- 
lowing all "knobsticks" they find working 
in the No. 0 mill home, aud trying to in- 
duce them to join the strikers. 


One of the women "knobsticks" was fol- 


lowed by tbo pickets to her home, where it 
was proposed to induce her, if possible to 
stop work and join the strikers. 


The houae where the woman lives- Avas 


found to be in au alley off Purchase street, 
at tbo North end, just south of Wamsutta 
street. The alley is kuown as '*Atogel" 
alloy. 


The pickets followed the woman into 


the house, and a sight met their gaze which 
dumbfounded them. Not a particle of fur- 
niture was in the house, with the exception 
of am old dilapidated table and a bed. 
Not 


ev'tm a stove or a morsel of food was there. 


'j?be occupants of the bouse were a man 


and wife aud a young girl about 15 years of 
old. 


The strikers were told that the family's 


name \uis Brierly, and that they came from 
England last Wednesday and landed in 
Boston. 


They had a feather bed and some little 


clotbina;, and decided to conie to New 
Bedford to seek work. 


Secreted in the feather bed was some 


$200, and the husband, before he left tbe 
vessel, took a Ihtle of this money and 
placed it in bis pocket, and put the rest 
back. 


In the bustle of landing, the feather bed 


was tossed around, but when the husband 
went to look lor bis savings it was found 
that some one had stolen them. 


Viobably the husband had been seea to 


replace the money by some other immi- 
grant, ttho took it. 


They had just money enough to get to 


this city, tecurios: a tenement immediately 
on landing. 


They all tried to get work, but on ac- 


count of hard times and tbe strike in No. 6 
mill none but tbe woman could Gnd em- 
ployment. 


She tried to work in the weave shop of 


the mill, where the strike is on, to get food 
to keep the family from starving. 


They had had but little to eat since ar- 


riving here, and were about discouraged 
wnen fouad by tbe strikers, who immediate- 
ly secured food for them. 


The woman said that they were obliged 


to s;o to bed soon after dark to keep warm, 
on account of having no fire, and her 
daughter had become afflicted with rheu- 
matism on this account. 


The case has been reported to the over- 


seers of the poor.

No Food or Fire and Only an Old Tafel* 


and Dilapidated Be*—Family Jnst Ar- 
rived From England and' Were Robbed 
of Savings,. 


NEW BEDFOBD, March 27.—A sad case 


of poverty and almost starvation was dis- 
covered in this city yesterday. 


The pickets of the striking weavers of 


the Wamsutta mills are in the habit of fol- 
lowing all "knobsticks" they find working 
in the No. 6 mill home, and trying to in- 
duce them to join the strikers. 


One of the women "knobsticks" was fol- 


lowed by the pickets to her home, where It 
was proposed to induce her, if possible to 
stop work and join the strikers. 


Tbe house where the woman lives waa 


found to be in an alley off Purchase street, 
at the North end, just south of WamsuttA 
street. The alley is kuown as uAngel" 
alley. 


The pickets followed the woman into 


the house, and a sight met their gaze which 
dumbfounded them. Not a particle of fur- 
niture was in the house, with the exception 
of tin old dilapidated table and a bed. Not 
even a stove or a morsel of food was there. 


The occupants of the house were a man 


and wife and a young girl about 15 years of 
old. 


The strikers were told that the family's 


name was Brierly, and that they came from 
England last Wednesday and landed in 
Boston, 


They uad a feather bed and some little 


ciothins;, and decided to come to New 
Bedford to seek work. 


Secreted iu the faather bed was some 


$200, and the husband, before he left the 
vessel, took a little of this money and 
placed it in his pocket, and put the rest 
back. 


In the bustle of landing, the feather bed 


was tossed around, but when the husband 
went to look for his savings it was found 
that some one had stolon them. 


Probably the husband had been seen to 


replace the money by some other immi- 
grant, who look it. 


They had just money enough to get to 


this city, securing a tenement Immediately 
on landing. 


They all tried to get work, but on ac- 


count of hard times and the strike in No. 6 
mill none but the woman could find em- 
ployment. 


She tried to work in the weave shop of 


the mill, where the strike is on, to get food 
to keep the family from starving. 


They had had but little to eat since ar- 


riving here, and were about discouraged 
when found by the strikers,who immediate- 
ly secured food for them. 


The woman said that they were obliged 


to 30 to bed soon after dark to keep warm, 
on account of having no fire, and her 
daughter had bec*ome afflicted with rheu- 
matism on this account. 


The case has been reported to the over- 


seers of the poor.

Arguments on the legal points raised

.Iiuttje Bradley Saturday, and as he prom- 
ised to render his decision yesterday, 
many lawyers wore present to hear it. 


.Viss Pollard was not in court. 
When the court had been called to order 


Judge Bradley rendered his decision. 


He cited statements to show that cir- 


cuit and dlstiicts courts of the United 
States had the power to authorize deposi- 
tions to be taken do bene ease, and it 
could not be successfully disputed. 


The first deposition read was that of 


Joseph C.-Bailey of Versailles, Ky., who 
is a clerk of the Wooclford county court, 
who produced his rf-ovfls to show that 
W. C. B. BreckinridRa had been an at- 
torney for R. B. & O D. Brown in their 
trial for murder in January in 1883, On 
Jan. 8, 1884, Colonel Breckinridge was in 
court, according; to the records, and was 
also there April 19, 1884, 


The Brown Case, 


The record showed that the Brown oase 


was up in court on Aug. 5, 1884, at the 
time when Mi SB Pollard testified that 
Colonel Breckinridge had met her at the 
assignation house of Sarah Gess a few 
days after the alleged betraval. 


The deponent *>aid the case had gone 


along on Aug;. 10, when 0. D. Brown was 
admitted to bail. 


"Was Colonel Breckinridge at 
this 


trial?" -was asked tho deponent. 


"Yes, he was present every day," was 


the answer, 


The cross-examination of Mr. Bailey 


was read by young Mr barrel oi' Lexing- 
ton, who represented Miss Pollard at the 
taking of the deposition, and the ques- 
tions asked were e\ ulently intended to 
show that Colonel Broekinridgo could 
have attended to the tnal in the daytime 
audgoue back to Lex in p ton at night. Mr. 
Bailey said Colonel Bieckinridp;e fre- 
quently came over to Versailles in a 
biiRKy, sometimes with Ins \ufe. 


The dcponen' aid he knew, of his own 


knowledge, tU«<i Colonel Breckinridge 
was at the court on the days given by him 
iu connection with the Brown trial, and 
he would swear to having seen him. Aug. 
5. lie know, too, that Colonel Breckin- 
ridge always stayed in VersaiUpa until 
late at night. 


Trying to Prove nn Alibi. 


Ed M. Wallace was the next deponent, 


and Mr. Stoll read his testimony 
He is a 


lawyer, and was one of the counsel with 
Colonel Breckiuridjfe iu the case ot O. D. 
Brown. Colonel Breckinridge, he said, 
was the leading counsel for tho defense. 
Mr. Wallace said he knew Colonel Breck- 
inridge was present at the trial on Aug. 5, 
1384, and on every other day it was before 
the court. 


The deposition of Rodney Hagart, local 


counsel for the Kentucky Central Rail- 
road company of Clark county, Ky., also 
dealt with showing that Colonel Brock- 
im'idpe was elsewhere at the time that 
Miss Pollard says he was with her 
Mr, 


Hagnrt * m particularly questioned with 
reference to Colonel Breckinridge's where- 
abouts at times in 1881 


Judge Jerry B. Morton deposed that he 


was associated w*lth Colonel Breckinridge 
in a case tried in the circuit court of 
Jessamine county, Ky,, and that Colonol 
Breckiuridge wa<J present at the trial of 
the case at iNicholsville, a town 12 milea 
from Lexington, on Aug. 27, 26, 29 and SO. 
On jrosd-examination, Judge Morton said 
the tovvu was connected with Lexington 
by railroad, and the journey took about 
an hour and a quarter.
